“AS COOLLY, NEATLY AS 
HE EVER KILLED A BULL.” 


Bass killed Cervera, as coolly and as 
neatly as he ever killed a bull. Cervera 
charged him, so he says, and that was a 
form of attack against which Bass had 
been trained in defense through eight years 
in the bullring. 

Prior to the inquest this morning, Carle- 
ton Bass told the Post-Dispatch at his cell 
the first complete story of his relations 
with Cervera and the duel in which the 
don went to his death.

J ex born in Iréland, and I had a good

It 
thrilled me through and through. I made 
the acquaintance of the pullfighters, and 1 
hobnobbed around with them a good deal. 
They were fine fellows. They had rare 
courage, and there was recklessness about 
them that made a hit with me. 

I took lessons in bullfighting from my 
friends of the bullring. They often told 
me that no one but u Spaniard had the 
herve to stand and meet the onslaught 
of a raging bull. 

I thought I had the nerve. I wasn't 
sure, but I wanted to try it. Matadors 
ordinarily serve an apprenticeship as 
charos, banderillos and picadors, but when 
I made up my mind to go into the ring, 
I began as a matador. " 

l made | first appearance in the bull- 
ring at Seville. lt was the finest adventure 
l ever had. I had no thought. of being 
anything but a bullfighter after that. My 
friends protested, and I decided to give it 
up, =ooee I was around the bullring a 
good deal, and once in a while I went into 
the ying puee for the excitement. | im- 
proved all the time. People were inter- 
ested in me because I was a foreigner, and 
they always urged me to exhibit my nerve 
when I got into the ring. 

I left Spain and went to Mexico. I had 
rey be’ money and I bought a ranch. lL. rev- 
eled in riding and roping, and kept up my 
athletics. I was not a good ag man. 
and my cattle raising venture failed. 

I quit it and was without a means of live- 
lihood. It was then that I turned to bull- 
fighting. I went into it in dead earnest. 
and 1 tried to make wwe best mata- 
dor in Mexico. s 

People in the United States do not know. 
Il suppose, why one man should not make 
as g00d a matador \s another, provided 
they are equal in agility. But there is a 
great difference in bullfighting timber. For 
instance, as good as the bullfighters are in 
Mexico, they are not in the same class 
with those of Spain. We lack something. 
1 don’t know what it is, but | think it is 
bullfighting temperament. The Spr@iard 
has it in him. He has what you might call 
an intelligent courage. He can pull off the 
most brilliant displays of daring. He in- 
instinctively knows when to make the most 
of an opportunity. It seems that is his 
birthright. 

One of the men I met in the bulirings of 
Mexico City wus_Don Manuel Cervera, the 
man I killed yesterday. They called Cerf- 
vera ‘‘the pretty bullfighter.”’ -He was a 
pretty feliow, too, 
dered, as plump as a partridge, and as 
lively as a cricket. He had a fine dark 
face, and he could-kill the ladies with his 
smile. Ile had fine flashing eyes, and he 
made a fine appearance in the bullring. 

Cervera and I fought the same bull a 
number of times. We worked together, 
each using his capa to divert the buil from 
the other when the fight was good and hot. 
Cervera was a exood fellow then. I 
liked him. But | knew he had a black 
heart, that he would fight in a minute. 
and that he had an uncontrollable tem- 
per. Do you know what a really uncon- 
trollable temper is? You should have 
seen Cervera when he was mad. His 
eyes flashed like fire. His dark face 
took on an expression I have never seen 
in another human countenance. A terri- 
fying en of cunning and treach- 
ery was in his eyes and on his lips. 


Once Attacked Him 
Through Jealousy. 


I knew the man like a book. I had 
seen him fight bulls, and “I. knew he 
did not know fear when he saw it. He 
was a real Spaniara—the sort that is 
rarely seen outside of Spain. 

Cervera and 1 had quarreled numbers 
of times before yesterday. I was a larger

Soldiers Seize the Situation With an 
Iron Hand and It Is Believed the 
Lawless Element Will Be Sup- 
pressed. 


COMMITTEE IS APPOINTED 
TO JUDGE THE PRISONERS 


Soldiers and Miners Fire 2000 Shots 
in One Ciash and 200 in Another— 
Mining Paper’s Office Is Complete 
Wreck, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CRIPPLE CREEK, Colo., June §.—The 
soldiers are ruling in the Cripple Creek 
district with an iron hand, and they have 
manifested their intention of quickly sup- 
pressing all disorder. 

Two brushes between the troops and the 
union miners have already occurred. At 
Dunnville late yesterday afternoon 100 dep- 
uty sheriffs and soldiers. who had been 
sent there on a special train to disperse 
the camp, were fired on. 

They returned the fire and one. union 
miner, John H. Carley, was killed. Six- 
teen others surrenedered. The. members 
of this camp had threatened to release the 
bullpen prisoners. 

Later, a second battle occurred between 
other forces. Seven soldiers sent on horse- 
back AO Big Hill, two miles east of Vie- 
tor, to arrest union miners, found them 
entrenched. The men refused to surrender 
and the soldiers opened fire. Over 200 
shots were fired. The miners opened fire 
on the soldiers as soon as they saw them 
coming up the hill. No one was wounded. 
Seven men were captured by the guards 
and taken to Cripple Creek. 


Examining the 


“Bull Pen” Prisoners. 


Aiter examining more than 100 witnesses, 
nearly all of whom are prisoners in the 
“bullpen,’’ 10 of the prisoners were re- 
leased by the military commission. The 
witnesses were conducted to the rooms oc- 
cupied by the commission by a strong guard 
of soldiers. The hearing was held behind 
closed doors. 

Further resignations of city officials in 
towns of the district have occurred, among 
them all but one of the city council of Gold- 
field. Nothing had been learned of the 
detail of soldiers under command of Maj. 
Naylor, the new city marghal of Victor; 
who went in search of the Friedley broth- 
ers, sald to be encamped on Straub Moun- 
tain, one of who is charged with the 
killing of Roxie McGeé\during the street 
riot Monday. 

Although the trend of opinion expressed 
by the residents of the towns surrounding 
Cripple Creek, the scene of the exciting 
events of the past three days, is that order 
will resume sway rapidly now, there is an 
evident feeling of fear lest other and more 
serious clashes occur between the estab- 
lished authorities and the supporters of 
unionism in the camp: This ts due to the 
persistent report which has gained circu- 
lation, but which is given but Hittle 
credence, that ull members of labor unions, 
regardless of their occupations, will be 
asked to leave the district under pain of 
deportation. 


Commission to 


Pass on Miners. 

An important feature of the day’s events 
was the appointment of a commission to 
deal with the militia prisoners. This com- 
mittee consists of the following: F. D. 


French, Mayor of Victor; N. Franklin, J. 
B. Cunningham, Judge H. McGarry, D. W. 
Copeland, F. M. Reardon amd T. J. Dult- 
zell. They are well known citizens and 
business men of the towns in the district. 
Their disposition of the cases brought be- 
foro them will be final. It is the purpose 
to have the prisoners separated into groups 
so that those considered deserving of being 
charged with crime may be held and the 
remainder freed or deported, as is consid- 
ered advisable. The sessions of the commis- 
sion will be secret. 

No definite clue to the perpetrators of the 
outrage at Independence has developed yet. 
The deported union men, who were brought 
to the city, are being cared for by their 
brethren of the Western Federation of 
Mines, and will, according to program. re- 
main here at least for the present. :

Coroner, However, Has Other Evi- 
dence and Refuses to Consider 
Liberty on Bond. 


SAD STORY OF MRS. YOUNG 


Sister Tells of Suffering as Result of 
Fascination Actress Had Over | 
Man She Loved. | 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 9.—‘“I have recently 
obtained evidence that will hold this wo- 
man before a jury for the murder of 
Cesar Young, and I refuse to let her out | 
on bail, however large.” 

This statement was made by Coroner, 
Brown in the coroner's court after a 
pawnbroker, who had identified and 
Cipimed to have gold ‘the pistol with 
which Cesar Young was shot, had identi- 
fied “Nan” Patterson, who was with 
Young in the cab when the shooting oc- 
curred. 

Two alleged eye-witnesses to the shoot. 
ing have been found by the district at- 
torney. They tell stories utterly at vari- 
ance with each other. One was near the 
cab when the shooting took place. He 's 
supposed to be the pedestrian who leaped 
upon the step of the carriage just after 
the shooting. His account of the tragedy 
and the important link supplied by the 
pawnbroker caused Coroner Brown to re- 
fuse all requests for bail for the prisoner. 
The other eye-witness, Algernon C. Meyer, 
of Jacksonville, Fla., voluntarily appeared 
before District Attorney Jerome and said 
that he was close beside the cab when 
“Caesar Young was shot , that he was 
an eye-witness to the shooting, and that 
he can swear that Young held the pistol 
when the shot was fired that killed him. 

“T have kept quiet all the time,’’ said 
Mr. Meyer to District ‘Attorney Jerome, 
‘because I had reason not to want to get 
mixed up in this affair. But when I 
bought the newspapers and saw that this 
woman might suffer unjustly for lack of 
supporting testimony I felt that it was. 
my duty to tell all I know about the 
shooting. 

“as the cab approached me, I saw that, 
the man had a pistol in his right hand. | 
His right arm was about her neck, and 
his hand on a level with her head. At, 
first I thought he was trying to put the | 
pistol to her head. I could’ see the | 
glint- of the pistol barrel, and all of a! 
sudden I heard a report and saw a little 
smoke fiy upward.”’ , 

A lawyer named Bernard Midenick re- 
ported to Abraham Levy that a client of 
his, Henry Katz, was an eye-witness to 
the shooting of Young and that he said 
Young shot himself. 

Mrs. McKean, a sister of Mrs. Young, 
made this statement today: 


Mrs. Young’s Sister 
Tells Her Story. 


“My sister knew of the relations between 
Cesar and this woman since their begin- | 
ming. The Randolph woman tried to steal | 
him from his wife and it is a pitiful thing | 
that ell Mrs. Young's sufferings should be | 
crowned with this great sorrow. 

“Despite the fact that Cesar was in the 

lutches of the actress, he loved his wife

He often | 
told my sister that he could not understand | 
his infatuation.

ger of falling into possession of others 
than the Valencays. 

The Duchess, after a violent quarrel with 
her mother-in-law, left the chateau for 
which Mr. Morton is declared to have paid 


stantinople, where, each night, her father 
sleeps, leaving Mrs. Morton at their hotel. 
It is said that the banker fears personal 
violence toward his daughter and has de- 
termined to watch over her welfare.

But soom internal strife 
ruffied the apparently Placid surface and, 
although Paris society did not havé the 
marital troubles of the duke and @uchess 
flaunted in its face. there was a well- 
defined rumor that all was not peaceful in 
the Valencay household...
